THE CODIFICATION 
LAW. 


THE new copyright code which went before 
the Senate and House Committees on Patents 
on May 31, and which will at once be made the 
subject of a hearing before the House commit- 
tee with a view to obtaining a place on the cal- 
endar so that the bill may be put on its passage 
at the ensuing session of Congress next win- 
ter, has been one of remarkable developmenf. 
Since the international copyright amendment 
of 1891 the nced for revision has been more 
and more evident and urgent, but the advo- 
cates of such revision were held back by the 
fear that the reopening of the question might 
lose somewhat that had been gained. The 
wisdom of that amendment, as well as its jus- 
tice, has now been fully proven, and there is 
no longer danger of attack by any interest or 
from any source except negligible demagog- 
ery. 


OF COPYRIGHT 


The new bill had its immediate impulse 
from the suggestion in the report of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Patents, last session, that 
the Librarian of Congress might well consult 
the several interests involved in copyright 
revision with a view to submitting a bill. Act- 
ing on this hint the Librarian of Congress, 
Herbert Putnam, invited the organizations in- 
terested in copyright to confer with him, in- 
cluding representatives of the creative classes, 
as the American (authors’) Copyright League 
and the specific organizations of the drama- 
tists, musical composers, and artists; of the 
reproductive callings, as the American Pub- 
lishers’ Copyright League, the Typothetz, the 
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typographical unions, etc., and of the reading 
public, as the American Library Association 
and National Education Association, as wei] 
as legal representatives from the Bar Asso- 
Ciations, in all over thirty organizations. 

At the first conference, held at the City 
Club, New York, May 31-June 1905, the 
librarian in the chair and the Register of 
Copyrights, Thorvald Solberg, acting as re- 
corder, the several organizations were invited 
to state their views as to revision, and a mem- 
orandum presented by the American Copy- 
right League was made the basis of discus- 
sion. As the result of this conference, th 
librarian authorized the Register of Copy- 
rights to prepare a memorandum draft, based 
on the existing law, the copyright codes of 
other nations, and the suggestions of the 
conference. This draft, of remarkable com- 
prehensiveness and detail, was made the basis 
of the second conference, held at the City 
Club, New York, November 1-4, 1905. It 
was there considered section by section, and 
a second memorandum draft resulted, which 
was submitted, piece by piece, to the Depart- 
ment of Justice, preliminary to the third con- 
ference, held in the Library of Congress, at 
Washington, March 13-16, 1906. At this con- 
ference the new draft was very thoroughly 
criticised, certain basic principles of revision 
emphasized, and agreements reached between 
what might otherwise have been conflicting 
interests. From this material the Librarian 
personally prepared a third draft, rearranged, 
condensed and simplified, in accordance with 
the determinations of the third conference, 
and this, transmitted to the several organi- 
zations, was accepted with remarkabl 
imity, though more or less suggestions for 
further change came from the different 
terests. Finaily, by help especially of the rep- 
resentatives of the several bar associations 
and through personal consultations by the 
Librarian, the bill was shaped for presentation 
to Congress. 

It was agreed at the third conference that 
no further conference should be held unless 
it were asked for by a majority of the or- 
ganizations represented. The bil! proved to 
be so satisfactory that no organization, we 
understand, has asked for a fourth confer- 
ence; but the Librarian has suggested that 
there should be a meeting of the delegates in 
Washington preliminary to the hearing before 
the House committee. 

The most remarkable feature of these con- 
ferences has been the unanimity and good 
feeling which has prevailed throughout; there 
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has been entire support of the principle of 
copyright and a desire to act in harmony by 
making concessions and compromises. Until 
the last conference no votes were taken, and 
these votes were only in the shape of recom- 
mendations for record. The method adopted 
was that of “the ‘Quaker meeting,” in which 
silence gave assent and questioned points were 
discussed rather than disputed, so that every 
light might be thrown on every mooted ques- 
tion. The fairness, courtesy, and tact of the 
Librarian, and the comprehensive knowledge 
of copyright detail on the part of the Regis- 
ter of Copyrights, enabled the conference in 
total sessions of eleven days to accomplish 
what under other circumstances might have 
required months of wearisome dispute. The 
choice of this method instead of revision by 
a commission has been happily justified by 
the brief and effective work of the conference 
in contrast with the months of toil and elab- 
orate reports of the British Copyright Com- 
mission, whose recommendations have not yet 
been enacted into law. 

We shall give in an carly issue the text of 
the bill as it came before the Congressional 
committees, and we shal] hereafter present an 
explanatory summary of the provisions of 
this code in the light of the discussions at the 
conferences.

nam, Librarian of Congress. 
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PROFITLESS BOOKSELLING AND ITS 
REMEDY. 


BY W. B. CLARKE. 


[THE following notes are from an informal 
talk by Mr. W. B. Clarke, the well-known 
bookseller of Boston, to the American Book- 
sellers’ Association on May 15. They should 
have been included in our report of the trans- 
actions of the American Booksellers’ Associa- 
tion, printed in our issue for May 19, but the 
stenographer’s report was delayed and could 
not be revised until this week.—Eb. P. W.] 


... It is without doubt impossible for a 
retail business to be done at an expense of 
less than twenty per cent. The average seems 
to be nearer twenty-five per cent., both in the 
book and stationery business; but for the con- 
venience of figuring, I will use twenty per 
cent. as a basis. It is my opinion that, at the 
present time, it is absolutely impossible to 
pay expenses in the retailing of new books 
without accessories, such as second-hand 
books, stationery, and other items. I do not 
believe that there is to-day, in this country, a 
single retailer of new books who, during the 
past five years, has actually made a living 
from the sale of new books alone. 

The vital question at issue is a net price for 
fiction; and for the purpose of illustrating 
the present conditions I will take the ordinary 
$1.50 novel, which can be bought by most 
dealers at ninety cents per copy in small 
quantities, and in larger quantities at eighty- 
six or eighty-one cents. On reorders of titles 
at first bought in quantities the cost is ninety 
cents, and on single books, ordered specially, 
the cost to the dealer is nearer one dollar, al- 
though I think that ninety cents is the aver- 
age cost of a $1.50 volume of fiction to the 
retail booksellers of the country. Now let 
us see how much profit can be made upon 
this basis. Estimating that the majority of 
the sales are made at $1.10, and that the book 
costs 90 cents, this gives a gross profit of 20 
cents. Twenty per cent. of this amount for 
the expense of selling gives us 22 cents, a loss 
of 2 cents on every copy sold at $1.10. Of 
course, if it costs twenty-five per cent. to do 
business the loss is greater, and if the sale is 
made at $1.08 the loss is increased again. 
When a sale is made to a library at $1, the 
figures show a gross profit of 10 cents, and 
expense of 20 cents, or a loss of 10 cents, plus 
the additional loss if the expense of doing 
business is twenty-five per cent. If, however, 
the library returns to the dealer a large por- 
tion of the volumes of fiction which they have 
ordered, or have asked to have the privilege 
of inspecting, the loss is still greater on fiction 
transactions as a whole. 

We have heard the plausible argument of 
the publisher and his representative, that we 
offset this loss on fiction by the profit on net 
books. Do we? I have in my pocket letters 
from various societies and authors publishing 
their own books who, having borrowed and 
begged information from the dealer, and ex- 
acted a discount on every known or conceiv- 
able excuse, almost invariably publish their 
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books at so strict a net price that they do not 
make even a single cent of discount to the 
dealer. There are also a number of cases 
where this class of producer, together with 
the regular pubiisher who issues books for 
authors publishing at their own expense, make 
the discount to the trade from ten to twenty 
per cent. It will naturally be seen that with 
the twenty per cent. expense of doing busi- 
ness, estimated or greater, (if the actual ex- 
ceeds the estimate,) there is a positive loss 
upon handling books of this class. 

Now let us consider the large number of net 
books upon which the discount is twenty-five 
per cent. Supposing that the dealer buys ten 
copies of a $5 net book upon this basis, and 
that five are sold to a library at $4.50, and five 
are sold to a retail buyer at $5; you will see 
that on that combination there is no profit, 
provided the cost of doing business is twenty 
per cent., and a loss if the cost of doing busi- 
ness is in excess Of that. So that, in point of 
fact, we have to cover the loss on fiction by 
profit on the few books on which the pub- 
lisher allows a discount better than twenty- 
five per cent., and upon the accessories which 
carry along the business of bookselling, and 
prevent its utter extinction. 

It has been said that the publisher is the 
only known producer who deliberately sells to 
the distributor books on such terms that a 
profit is an impossibility, and that the retail 
bookseller is the only distributer who is will- 
ing to continue a business carried on at the 
expense of the gain made in dealing in other 
merchandise, upon which the producer, if the 
dealer does not advance at least fifty per cent. 
upon cost, or make a profit of thirty-three and 
one-third per cent. on his sales, will shut the 
distributor’s credit off at once. 

It is surprising how many men in business 
reckon their expenses on the basis of their 
sales, and their profit on the basis of the ad- 
vance made in excess of cost, when there can 
be no profit until the sale is made; and if the 
sale shows only a gross profit of 50 cents on 
a $1.50 sale, it must be clear to the densest in- 
tellect that the gross profit is only thirty-three 
and one-third per cent, from which must be 
taken the expense of doing business correctly 
estimated upon the amount of business done. 

I feel that the booktrade is practically unan- 
imous in its dislike of the continuance of the 
archaic method of advertising goods at one 
price and selling them at another price, as 
such apparent deception is favorable chiefly 
to outsiders, who by this means are enabled 
to draw business to the sale of their other 
merchandise upon which the consumer pays 
far more than 33 I-3 per cent. profit. 

I take occasion to mention to my friends 
here a single instance of the injustice of vary- 
ing from the one price system in doing busi- 
ness. A number of years ago, in a certain 
city of this country, there was a bookstore 
which dealt largely in religious books, and, 
more especially, in the religious books of a 
particular denomination. One Saturday after- 
noon a poor working man came into the store 
with his tin pail in his hand and asked for a 
book, the advertised price of which was $1.50. 


He inquired if it could be bought for less. ard 
was told by the salesman that it could nor. 
and, while this expenditure to this poor mar 
seemed great in proportion to his earning 
capacity, he paid the $1.50 like a man. He 
had hardly left the store when one of | 
leading clergymen of the city drove up an 
asked for a copy of the same book. As a 
clergyman he received the discount customary 
in those days in the case of teachers and 
others. The book was then sent by special 
messenger to the clergyman’s house, and wa 
paid for, presumably, three or four month 
later. This injustice so impressed the sales 
man that he went directly to the head of the 
firm and called attention to the dishonesty of 
such metheds of doing business, and the 
abuse was corrected at once. There are book- 
sellers here in this room who have for years 
positively refused to sell ary book at 
prices, ignoring entirely the lying retail price 

While advecating the net price for all 
classes of literature, I wish to say that we are 
more than indebted to the publishers for all 
that has been done for the net price system. 
The mistake of a discount too small to enable 
the bookseller to make a living is one which 
can be easily remedied. Another serious ob- 
jection is putting a net price on non-copy- 
righted books on which the net price cannot 
be maintained. 

Some of these figures have been presented 
in various conversations to many publishers 
and their representatives, and I can state 
definitely and positively that there is a large 
number whom stand ready to make fiction net 
if only some of the leaders will adopt the net 
price system with them. i 

There seems to be a misapprehension in tn2 
minds of publishers in reference to the pos- 
sibilities of the book business. With my ex- 
perience of forty-two years of retailing books 
I think that I can state absolutely that the 
attempt to practically confine the sale of prom- 
inent works of fiction to half a dozen or more 
department stores, thereby preventing the retail 
bookseller, who devotes nearly all of his time 
and capital to the distribution of books, from 
making a living profit, has proved to be a fatal 
mistake. I firmly believe that with a living 
profit on fiction a very large number of men 
will again become booksellers, and with fic- 
tion sold in all the leading towns of the coun- 
try as formerly was the case the buyers of 
this class of literature in those towns wil! 
soon create a larger demand for general liter- 
ature, which never will be created by those 
who handle books as adjuncts to their other 
lines or as advertising mediums, or by the 
booksellers in the larger cities who cannot 
get in personal touch with the army of readers 
and buyers in outlying districts, who are rare- 
ly able to visit the large centres. Advertising 
cannot more than half accomplish the result 
desired in the sale of-standard literature, it 
requires an army of intelligent men who are 
anxious te deal in books if a living profit can 
be made. This country should have at least 
twenty thousand live booksellers, in which 
case the result would be to the advantage 0! 
the public, the publisher, and the retailer. 
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THE PRESBYTERIAN PRAYER BOOK. 


Tue debate over the proposed book of 
forms for the Presbyterian Church, “The 
Book of Common Worship,” ended in the 
General Assembly, held at Des Moines, Ia., 
on May 23, in a compromise. The General 
Assembly has not approved the book. nor has 
it authorized its publication, although it is to 
be printed by the Presbyterian Board of Pub- 
lication. The title-page suggested by Dr. 
Henry van Dyke’s committee bore the words 
“Published by authority of the General As- 
sembly of the Presbyterian Church in the 
United States of America for voluntary use 
in the churches.” This has been changed to 
read “Prepared by the committee of the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the Presbyterian Church in 
the United States of America, for voluntary 
use.” 





PRUSSIA BARS DIME NOVELS. 


A ?PWELVE-year-old boy, of Berlin, Prussia, 
recently bought a cheap revolver and accom- 
panied by two of his playmates started down 
Unter den Linden at ten o'clock at night to 
hold up passers-by. The boys were captured 
and sent to a reformatory. This, however, 
according to the New York Times, “was not 
the most important result of the escapade, and 
neither was the sending of the juverile des- 
peradoes to a reformatory. Their proceed- 
ings have induced the authorities to take a 
step which had long been proposed and earn- 
estly debated. The dime novel has got to go. 

“No more are German youths to read of 
the adventures of Jack Harkaway among the 
Indians; no longer will they be able to spend 
their pfennigs on translations of “Texas Jack’ 
and ‘Nick Carter.’ Even if international com- 
plications come, the Prussian officials are de- 
termined that these pernicious influences shall 
be removed. A decree has just been issued 
by which the police forbid the street sale of 
American dime novels. They declare that the 
case of these boys was only the latest of a 
long series of similar cases, and they have 
made up their minds that the influence of the 
dime novel is responsible for a deplorable 
outbreak of juvenile crime.” 





PAYOT, UPHAM & CO.’S ACCOUNTS 
DESTROYED. 


WHEN on May 23, just five weeks after the 
destruction by fire of its new building, the 
firm of Payot, Upham & Co., of San Fran- 
cisco, opened its immense vaults everything 
of an inflammable nature in them burst into 
flames. All the firm’s books, accounts and 
records were destroyed, and much confusion 
and loss will no doubt result in attempting to 
Settle its affairs. 

Every possible precaution was taken by 
Payot, Upham & Co. to avoid the very thing 
that happened. Although vaults were opened 
safely three and four weeks after the fire, the 
firm postponed the opening of its vaults until 

ay 23 so as to be on the safe side. Before 
Opening the receptacles the services of a chem- 
ical engine were secured to extinguish any 
blaze that might occur. The flames that 
Sprang forth when the doors were opened, 


however, defied the efforts of the chemical] en- 
gine crew, and not a paper was saved from 
destruction. Payot, Upham & Co. had ac- 
counts extending from Nome, Alaska, to 
Guayaquil, Ecuador, and from Salt Lake City 
to the islands of the Pacific, and, as Henry 
Payot remarked in dwelling on this loss of 
the firm, the bookkeepers could not attempt 
to remember the hundreds of outsanding ac- 
counts. ‘The firm is now dependent on the 
honesty of thousands of customers to make 
gcod accounts of which the firm has absolute- 
ly no record. 

Payot, Upham & Co. had two vaults, one 
above the other. Both were incased in heavy 
walls of brick and hollow tiling, were steel 
lined and equipped with double steel doors. 
It was two weeks after the fire before work- 
men could get near the vaults, the lower one 
being surrounded by smoldering paper. For 
two weeks the vaults were water-cooled daily, 
and at the time the doors were opened there 
was not the slightest indication that any heat 
remained in the vaults. 

The members of the firm were particularly 
sure that the upper vault, which contained its 
books and accounts, was thoroughly cooled, 
for it had not been subjected to any heat since 
the day of the big fire. Both vaults suffered 
the same fate, however. As an indication of 
the intense heat to which the vaults were sub- 
jected, Mr. Payot said that the contents of 
two small inner vaults used by himself and 
Isaac Upham for the safe keeping of personal 
papers were baked to a crisp. 

A large safe belonging to the American 
Book Company, that stood on the second 
flcor of the building, was also opened on the 
same day, and it was found that the entire 
contents were in ashes. The intense heat of 
the fire that destroyed Payot, Upham & Co.’s 
building is attributable to the immense 
amcunt of paper and books that were stored 
in the building. 


FRENCH BOOK PRODUCTION IN 1995. 


WE print below a classified list of the books 
deposited in 1905 for copyright purposes with 
the Bureau de la Librairie of the Ministry of 
the Interior, at Paris. The total, 9480, is 208 
greater than the number of titles recorded 
by the Bureau in 1904 and 2927 less than the 
number of titles recorded in 1905 by the Btb- 
liographie de la France. As pointed out be- 
fore the statistics of the Bureau of the Minis- 
try of the Interior represent only the more 
stable element in French book production, 
while the records of the Bibliographie de la 
France, as do the records of the trade journals 
of other countries, include all titles of which 
they are able to obtain information without 
regard to their merits as literature. The fol- 
lowing table has been prepared from the 
“Table Systematique,” published by the Cercle 
de la Librairie:

OBITUARY NOTES. 


PAUL BERNARD GERHARD, the entomologist, 
died on May 19 at St. Louis, Mo. Mr. Ger- 
hard was born in Germany. His most noted 
work was a catalogue of the butterflies of 
North Africa, which he compiled while Aus- 
trian Consul to Egypt. 


Georce ALBERT WENTWORTH, professor of 
mathematics at Phillips Exeter Academy 
from 1859 to 1892, died suddenly at the rail- 
way station at Dover, N. H., on May 24, aged 
seventy-one. Professor Wentworth was the 
author of about forty works on arithmetic, 
algebra, geometry and trigonometry, and, with 
G. A. Hill, of the Wentworth and Hill series 
of exercise books on the same subjects and 
physics. Professor Wentworth was born at 
Wakefield, N. H., July 31, 1835, and was 
graduated from Harvard in 1858. 


CHANNING Parng, for fourteen years editor 
of Geyer’s Stationer, died suddenly on May 
15, at his home, 215 Lincoln Road, Brooklyn, 
N. Y., aged fifty. It is not certain where Mr. 
Paine was born, but his early years were 
spent in the West. From the printer’s case 
he graduated into the journelistic field, and 
at different times was connected with news- 
papers in St. Paul, Minn., and in Chicago. In 
1892 he took editorial charge of Geyer's Sta- 
ticner, and was connected with that publica- 
tion until the time of his death. Mr. Paine, 
though extremely modest and diffident, made 
friends of all with whom he came in contact, 
and he will be greatly missed not only by his 
associates, but by the whole stationery trade, 
Whose interests he ably represented for a de- 
cade and a half. 


HENRIK IssEN, Norway’s great poet and 
dramatist, died on May 23 at Christiania, aged 
Seventy-eight. Ibsen, who may be considered 


the greatest figure in contemporary Scandi- 
Navian literature, was born at Skien, a small 
town in Thelemark, Norway, on March 20, 
1828. He was not of unmixed Scandinavian 
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blood, his great-greatgrandmother having been 
German and his great-grandmother Scotch. 
His youth, owing to the financial reverses of 
his father, was one of poverty and discourage- 
ment borne with immovable heroism. At the 
age of twenty he was earning a precarious 
living as an apothecary’s apprentice in Grim- 
stad, a town near his birthplace. In 1848, 
when the wave of revolt swept over Europe, 
the young apothecary, who made himself con- 
spicuous by his enthusiasm for the revolu- 
tionary movement, was obliged to leave Grim- 
stad. He went to Christiania, penniless and 
friendless, to study medicine, and during this 
period, in 1850, wrote his first play, “Cata- 
line.” During this early period of struggle, 
about which but little is known, Ibsen also for 
a time was editor of a short-lived weekly 
paper. In 1851 he became director of the 
theatre at Bergen, in whose interests he made 
a trip to Denmark and Germany in 1852. 
Seven years later he was called to the direc- 
torship of the Norwegian theatre in Chris- 
tiania, a post which he held until 1864. In 
1864, his financial situation having improved 
by the grant of an allowance by the Storthing, 
Ibsen left Christiania, and for many years 
resided in Rome, Ischia, and other places, but 
chiefly in Dresden and Munich, producing on 
an average a drama every two years. It was 
at Ischia that he wrote “Peer Gynt,” which 
some critics believe to be his greatest work, 
and which, although written amid all the 
semi-tropicai luxuriance of the Italian sum- 
mer, is the most exclusively Norwegian of his 
works in scenery and feeling. Ibsen contin- 
ued to live abroad until about ten years ago, 
when he returned to and settled down in 
Christiania. In 1898, on the occasion of his 
seventieth birthday, an address and a set of 
silver were presented to Ibsen by some of his 
English admirers. In Christiania the anni- 
versary was celebrated with great festivities, 
all the notable people of the country, from 
King Oscar down, éxpressing their congratu- 
lations orally or by letter. Such is an outline 
of Henrik Ibsen’s long but singularly un- 
eventful career. It may be added that his 
earlier revolutionary opinions had given way, 
by the time he reached middle life, to con- 
servatism of almost as extreme a character ; 
and that whereas, as a young man, he ad- 
dressed radical meetings and published a lit- 
erary and revolutionary newspaper, in later 
life he was utterly unable to speak in public. 
Ibsen’s literary work divides itself naturally 
into the following three groups: Historical and 
legendary dramas, chiefly in prose: “Cata- 
line,’ “Dame Inger of Oestraat,” “The Feast 
at Solhaug,” (a historical play of the four- 
teenth century;) “The Warriors of Helge- 
land,” (a version of the Volsunga Saga;) 
“The Pretenders,” (dealing with twelfth cen- 
tury Norwegian history,) and “Emperor and 
Galilean.” Dramatic poems: “Love’s Com- 
edy,” “Brand,” and “Peer Gynt.” Social 
dramas: “The Young Men’s League,” “The 
Pillars of Society,” “A Doll’s House, or, 
Nora,” “Ghosts,” “An Enemy of Society,” 
“The Wild Duck,” “Rosmersholm,” “The 
Lady of the Sea,” “Hedda Gabler,” “The 
Master Builder,’ “John Gabriel Borkman,” 
‘Little Eyolf,’ and “When We _ Dead 
Awaken.”

Kinc Epwarp vit. and one of his subjects 
Yates Thompson, have done an admirable 
thing—a thing which reflects credit upon them 
as men of honor and men of enlightened cul- 
ture. They have united in restoring to the 
Bibliothéque Nationale, of Paris, a long lost 
treasure of which they were innocently and 
legally, if not with abstract justice, in posses- 
sion. This is the nearly complete second vol- 
ume of the famous ms. of Josephus, the larger 
number of whose miniature illustrations were 
made by Jean Fouquet. This volume dis- 
appeared from the library, just when nobody 
knows. It was sold in the Townley sale a 
hundred years ago, and did not appear again 
until three years ago, when at another London 
sale Yates Thompson bought it. Of the thir- 
teen Fouquet miniatures which it originally 
contained, only one remained. In 1904 the 
volume was shown in the Exhibition of Prim- 
itive French Art in Paris, and when Sir Rich- 
ard Holmes, the librarian of Windsor Castle, 
visited the exhibition he at once saw that ten 
miniatures which for nearly three-quarters ot 
a century had been in the royal library, and 
whose author or source no one had been able 
to identify, must have originally belonged to 
this Josephus. The King ordered that the 
miniatures be restored to the despoiled vol- 
ume, and Yates Thompson sent it back to the 
French library. French and English collec- 
tors will be on the alert for the two missing 
miniatures, which were probably sold sep- 
arately by the unknown thief of long ago.

Then follow studies of Alexan- 
der Manzoni, D’Azeglio, Guerrazzi, Grossi, 
Nievo, De Amicis, Fogazzaro, Verga, Matilda 
Serao, De Roberto, Anna Neera, Grazia De 
ledda, Butti and D’Annunzio. An excellent 
index makes this a very useful book on Ital- 
ian literature. 


It has been rumored for more than five 
years, ever since his serious illness at the 
end of 1901, that Henrik Ibsen was engaged 
upon an autobiography. No confirmation oi 
that rumor has been received, and it is worth 
while recalling to mind that Ibsen’s friend, 
Henrik Jaeger, prepared for the sixtieth an- 
niversary of the poet-dramatist’s birth a care- 
ful biography, largely upon information fur- 
nished by Ibsen himself. This biography was 
translated by Wiiliam Morton Payne, the 
best known of Ibsert scholars in America, and 
was published by A. C. McClurg & Co. in 
1888.° Jaeger died in 1895, and in 1901 Mr. 
Payne added a chapter of his own to the earl- 
ler edition, containing a summary of Ibsen’s 
work up to that time. Among other things of 
interest therein is the statement that “it is evi- 
dent that the work of his life is practically com- 
pleted”—a prediction justified by the non- 
productiveness of the poet since, leaving Mr. 

ayne’s work a complete summary, lacking 
only a sentence stating the last fact and the 
date of Ibsen's death. 


L. C, Pace & Co. have just ready, in one 
volume, a definitive edition of Bliss Carman’s 
Pipes of Pan Series, which includes the five 
books brought out under the title of “From 
the Green Book of the Bards,” “From the 
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Book of Myths,” “Songs of the Sea Chil- 
dren,” “Songs from a Northern Garden” and 
“From the Book of Valentines.” The vol- 
ume is attractively bound, the cover design 
being taken from a painting of Pan by Edna 
M. Sawyer. They have also just ready a 
story of romantic adventure by Frank Lillie 
Pollock, entitled “The Treasure Trail,” which 
deals with the efforts of a party of adventur- 
ers, led by a woman, to locate certain buried 
treasures; and “The Dole Twins,” by Kate 
Upson Clarke, a story of New England life 
in the early 19th century for children and old- 
fashioned grown-ups. They will publish 
shortly a new mystery story by Reginald 
Wright Kauffman, entitled “Miss Frances 
Baird, Detective,” the heroine of which, a de- 
tective, falls in love with the man whom, upon 
pain of dismissal, her chief has commissioned 
her to arrest. 


J. F. Meewan, of Bath, Eng., has pub- 
lished “More Famous Houses of Bath and 
District,” which forms a continuation of 
his previously published “Famous Houses 
of Bath and District,” and now takes its 
place as an almost necessary supplement. 
Egerton Castle, in the short but pleasant in- 
troduction which he has prefixed, points out 
that Bath pre-eminently “belongs to the Eng- 
land of the eighteenth century, the Engiand 
of Walpole and of Pitt.” In the present vol- 
ume Mr. Meehan does not confine himself 
wholly to those special associations. He gives 
us a vivid picture of that strenuous politician, 
Mr. Roebuck, who early in his career repre- 
sented Bath.

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Lairp & Lee, Chicago, have just brought 
out two timely works on the San Francisco 
disaster. One is entitled “The Doomed City,” 
by Frank Thompson Searight, a resident of 
California, thoroughly acquainted with the 
topography of the ill-fated metropolis and 
all the local conditions, who gives as calm an 
account as is possible under the circumstances 
of the awful catastrophe. An attempt has 
been made to avoid exaggeration and mis- 
statements. Appended to the account are 
given interesting facts and statistics relating 
to San Francisco and California, with com- 
plete lists of other “Great Catastrophes,” 
“Famous Volcanic Eruptions” and “Noted 
Earthquakes,” together with an account of the 
causes and effects of earthquakes. The story 
is illustrated with upwards of forty half-tone 
reproductions of photographs of the devas- 
tated city and surrounding towns. The other 
book is entitled “Glimpses of the San Fran- 
cisco Disaster,” and is made up of 116 half- 
tone reproductions of original photographs 
describing graphically the scenes which fol- 
lowed the havoc in San Francisco and the 
earthquake zone. Many of these photographs 
were taken during the first day of the calam- 
ity, April 18, some of them as early as six 
o'clock in the morning following the shock 
and the beginning of the great fire. A folding 
map of the burned district accompanies the 
illustrations.

Dr. Stiles was 
one of the organizers of the New York Ge- 
nealogical and Biographical Society, and for 
many years its president. The first volume of 
the series is “In Olde Connecticut,” by 
Charles Burr Todd, whose books, “The True 
Aaron Burr” and “The Real Benedict Ar- 
nold,” have placed him well at the head of 
historical writers. “In Olde Connecticut” is 
a combination of historical fact and well told 
story. Some of the chapters are The Burning 
of Fairfield by the British, Ancient Litch- 
field, The Frogs of Windham. Alice Moore- 
house Walker, of Amherst, is the author of 
the second of the series, which is entitled 
“Historic Hadley,” and will contain much 
about the founders of that ancient town, the 
Indian troubles, the old churches and the 
burying grounds. Other volumes are in the 
course of preparation and will be announced 
later. They also announce a handbook for 
authors, entitled “The Art and Craft of the 
Author,” by C. E. Heisch, which is intended 
as an aid for those who are just beginning a 
literary career. Throughout this book the 
object is rather to point out principles which 
the reader can apply for himself, than to lay 
down rules. More valuable, probably, than 
anything else are the numerous illustrations 
and references from the books of well known 
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authors, whose methods can be recommended 
to students of literary work. Among the im- 
portant subjects treated are “The Author's 
Qualifications, “Talent Not a Substitute fo; 
Work,” “The Choice of a Subject,” “Handling 
of Materials,” and “Style.” :
